eruption of Vesuvius continues 
to decrease. At present, the only out-— 
ward manifestation is the emission of 
sand and ashes. The seismic instru- 
ments at the observatory show very 
little movement. The inhabitants are 
returning to their villages at the base 
of the mountain. 

EXAGGERATED STORIES. 

French papers have exaggerated the 
number of people who fled. This does 
not exceed 20,000. The report of a 
“rain of boiling’ water” is also inex- 
act, as is the statement that fifty cen- 
timeters of sand has fallen in Naples. 
Such a fall would have caused the 
whole town to collapse. The reat 
depth of tand which fell was about 
two centimeters, making for the whole 
town about 400,000 cubic metres, and 
weighing about half a million tons. 

VESUVIUS VISIBLE. 
For the first time for some days | 
Vesuvius is visible. A cloud of black 
smoke rises perpendicularly from the 
voleano to about three times the 
height of the mountain. The height 
of the cone has greatly diminished, 
and has become almost round.

Worthington Declares Him a Law- 
Abider in Every Sense of the Word 
and Pronounces Witnesses Against 
the Mormons’ Endowment House 
Disreputable.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The final 
argument in the investigation of pro- 
tests against Senator Reed Smoot be- 
ing permitted to retain his seat was 
made today before the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections by A. 8. 
Worthington, counsel for the Utah 
Senator. For the first time since the 
proceedings were begun three years 


the committee. The number of specta- 
tars was much less than during the 
Utah Senator's arraignment. 

In opening, Attorney . Worthington 
took up e subject of Mr. Smoot's 
qualifications to serve as a Senator, 
and followed this by citing authori- 
ties in support of his contention that 
it requires a two-thirds vote of the 
Senate to oust Mr. Smoot. Answering 
Carlisle's argument that Utah might 
g so far as to send President Joseph 

. Smith to the Senate, Worthington 
said that if such should be the case, 
he should be permitted to serve. if 
he gave up his plural wife and lived 
only with his legal wife. In the event 
that Smith should fell to live in obe- 
dience to the laws, said Worthington, 
then he should be expelled. Worthing- 
ton pointed out that Mr. Smoot’s life 
had been blameless, and that he is 
a law-abider in every sense of the 
word. 

“RAKED AND SCRAPED.” 

It was contended by Worthington 
that plural marriages are no longer 
performed with the sanction of the 
Mormon church. He said that Utah 
had been “raked and scraped.” and 
the plural mzrriages brought to light 
since the manifesto would not amount 
to one a year, and that these oe 
ers are how virtually fugitives from 
justice. 

Taking up Mr. Smoot's confession 
that he believed in divine revelations, 
Worthington compared this bellef with 
services in other churches where di- 
Vine guidance is sought, and argued 
that Mr. Smoot’s belief is the same as 
that of followers of other creeds.

JUDGE YORK SAYS WILMINGTON 
iS INCORPORATED. | 


The Repealing Act of the Legisia- 
ture Was Constitutional, Leaving 
the Way Open for Action by the 
Supervisors, Which Is in Accord 
With the Law. | 

Judge York yesterday handed down 
a decision in which he upholds the 
recent incorporation of the city of 
Wilmington, and in so doing simplifies 
the cohtest that was inaugurated by 


questions are yet to be decided, but 
the main contention is now decided 
on demurrer to the complaint in the 
case brought against the city of Wil- 
mington by the Attorney-General of 
the State on the narration of McCon- 
nell. 

The contention of the plaintiff was 
that the city of Wilmington incor- 
porated on February 20, 1872, as a 
municipal corporation, by a special 
act of the Legislature, which act was 
amended on March 21, 1872. The prin- 
cipal reliance was placed on the con- 
tention that the city of Wilmington 
as incorporated by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, included within its limits 
territory embraced within the town 
of Wilmington incorporated in 1872 by 
a special act of the Legislature, and, 
hence, that the acts of the Board 
Supervisors are void. 

The defendant called the attention 


and the amendatory act, were re- 
pealed by the Legislature in 1887. The 
plaintiff urged that such repeal was 
unconstigutional, because of the inhibi- 
tion in tion 25 of Article IV of 
the Constitution of 1879, which pro- 
vides that the Legislature shall not 
pass local or special laws in any case 
where a general law can be made ap- 
plicable; and also because of the 
provisions of Section 6 of Article XI of 
the same Constitution. ‘ 
Judge York holds that this last sec- 
tion referred to reiates to certain spe- 
cified citie® and towns and their mode 
of “incorporation” and “organization,” 
and the organization of a corporation 
is “to put into working order, to ar- 
range in omfer for the norma] exer- 
cisex of its appropriate functions.” 
“All doubts with regard to the con- 
stitutionality of an act of the Legis- 
lature,” says Judge York, “should be 
resolved in favor of its constitutional- 
ity. It appears that the framers of 
the Constitution by the provision con- 
sidered did not intend to inhibit the 
Legislature from repealing a special 
act of incorporation of a town where 
no steps had been taken to ‘organize’ a 
municipality under the act.” 
The court makes note of the fact that 
in the complaint it was not set out 
that Wilmington ever had organized 
under the old incorporation act, and, 
indeed, it was stated by counsel dur- 
ing argument that it had not 80 or- 


ized. 

isthe thus disposed of this al- 
leged inhibition, Judge York next ex- 
amined Section 25, bearing upon the 
inhibition of the Legislature from 
passing local or — laws in cer- 
tain cases set out. 

The court concedes that the repeal- 
ing act was a special act, and there- 
fore, the ground is first cleared by ex- 
amining whether a general law could 
be made applicable to the disincorpora- 
tion of a town incorporated as the 
town of Wilmington was.

O HUNDRED AND TWENTY- 
EIGHT THOUSAND PEOPLE. 

Proof of the wonderful growth of 
the population of Los Angeles is fur- 
nished in the census just completed 
by the publishers of the city directory. 
These figures, which bear the stamp 
of reliability, show that Los Angejes 
has 228,298—nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion—permanent residents. 

Compared with the directory census 
of the spring of 1905, or just eleven 
months ago, to be exact, the increase 
is about 15 per cent. : 

_§till more remarkable is the com- 
parison when made with the United 
States census of 1900, when the popu- 
lation of the city was shown to be 
102,479. Thus it is seen that the city 
has more than doubled in population 
in less than six years—the actual per- 
centage of increase being 126. 

- More residents mean more business 
and greater activity in every line; 
mean increased values in real estate, 


artisans and that greater prosperity 
which in turn attracts still more resi- 
dents. 

A greater population means a greater 
and a better city. It demands better 
streets, a more adequate lighting sys- 
tem, more efficient police protection, 
and above all, a_ sufficient water 
supply. 

In the face of an amazing growth in 
population, the city cannot lie idly 
back on past achievements. What- 
ever may have been sufficient for the 
city of 102,000 souls is entirely inade- 
quate for a city of 228,000. A lusty 
youth of 21 cannot wear a coat for a 
boy of 10 years. 

Greatest of all the responsibilities 
that rest on the city in view of the 
enormous expansion is the water ques- 
tion. Less than a year ago, Superin- 
tendent Mulholland of the Los Angeles 
waterworks warned us of the water 
famine that confronted the city in the 
event of great growth of population, 
and especially of the scarcity that 
would be felt in dry seasons. 

The growth of population came and 
is continuing, and it is most fortu- 
nate that the city has taken such 
prompt steps to acquire a_ splendid 
water supply from the Owens River. 

With that bountiful stream flowing 
into the city, there will be enough wa- 
ter for all this vast influx that is 
placing Los Angeles, in point of pop- 
ulation, among the leading cities of 
the country. | 

‘The certainty of an abundance of 
water is the assurance of a still 
greater increase in population. With- 
out this assurance there would be lit- 
tle growth, wherefore it is plain that 
the whipper-snappers who are crying 
against the acquisition of this great 
water blessing are opposing the city’s 
continued expansion. 


AILROAD RATE LEGISLATION— 
THE REAL ISSUE. 

The announcement is made that 
Senator Flint indorses the Hepburn 
railroad rate bill. -No very definite 
statement is made as to whether the 
Senator indorses the bill as it came 
from the House, or as it will be likely 
to come out of the Senate. There will 
doubtless be some important differ- 
ences between the House measure and 
the bill with the amendments which 
may be made by the Senate. The 
vital question is, which measure will 
Senator Flint support? 

-Tt must be confessed that the Sena- 
tor’s public expressions on the subject 
of rate-reguiation have been some- 
what indeterminate in the past. In 
his letter to the California Fruit 
Growers’ Association, of March 13 
(written fn response to an inquiry 
from that body as to his position,) Mr. 
Flint said that the best way to ob- 
tain the desired relief “is to pass the 
Hepburn bill with as few amendments 
as possible.” We must needs regard 
this as a declaration in favor of the 
House bill. To be consistent, there- 
fore, Mr. Flint must oppose the Sen- 
ate amendments and support the orig- 
inal bill. Such action ‘would be in 
conformity to the position of the Pres- 
ident, and in conformity to the desires 
and opiniong of a large majority of 
the people in all sections of the 
country.

The bill now pending in Congress 
for the regulation of Chinese immigra- 


in an article recently published in 
Leslie’s Weekly, declares that it is a 


loyalty and patriotism to enable them 
to move together for the attainment 
of any purpose. He says that the 
Chinese have a great love for and pride 
in their country, and that, as against 
any foreign foe, they will stand and 
fight together as one man. Mr. Con- 
ger’s opinions on matters relating to 
China are of much value, by reason 
of his long residence in that country 
and his close acquaintanceship with 
the people. 

The belief is expressed by Mr. Con- 
ger that the present anti-foreign sen- 
timent in the southern part of China 
—and especially the ill-feeling against 
the United States—is likely to spread 
throughout the empire if not soon 
checked, although the imperial gov- 
ernment, in his opinion, is doing and 
will do all in its power to hold it down. 
But “the peril for all foreigners resi- 
dent in China will be very great, no 
matter what the Chinese government 
may do, or try to do, in the way of 
repression and protection.” 
On the subject of our Chinese ex- 
clusion law, ex-Minister Conger speaks 
very plainly and sensibly, as follows: 
“It should be said in all justice that 
the Chinese have a righteous cause for 
resentment toward us in the way our 
exclusion law has been administered. 
They are a polite, courteous, kindly- 
disposed people, and they have felt 
the wrongs and indignities we have 
heaped upon their citizens coming to 
our shores most keenly. This feeling 
of resentment has been growing, par- 
ticularly during the past three years, 
or since the preparations for the St. 
Louis Exposition began, which prompt: 
ed many of the higher class of the 
Chinese to come here. Our present ex- 
clusion law is utterly indefensible, and 
we cannot blame the Chinese if they 
resort to the boycott and other meth- 
ods of reprisal. We cannot lower the 
bars to admit of indiscriminate coolle 
immigration, for they would soon over- 
whelm us; but it is possible to amend 
our general immigration law so as to 


same time not discriminate against 
China.” 

As to the coolie immigration, no one 
in authority has proposed to permit 
it, and there is no danger that it will 
ever be allowed. The fact is generally 
recognized that it would have a dis- 
astrous effect upon American labor, 
and to some extent upon American life. 
On this subject, therefore, there is no 
disagreement. But if we expect to 
maintain a profitable and increasing 
trade with the Orient—for which trade 
all commercial nations of the world 
are eagerly reaching out—we cannot
